‘The vessel could 
not be expected to hold out much longer, 
and tho position of tho crew sppeared pre- 
carious in. the extreme. But they did not

To the Jesuits then, belongs the honour of 
first bringing Christian influonce to bear 
upon the population, to such an extent aa to 
attract the attention of Government. It is 
said that at the end ofthe 13th century, the 
Nestorians had churohes in every part of 
China, but in as far og the writer is aware, 
he has not come across any official notice of 
their presence, beyond the much disputed 
tabletat Si-engan-fu. It aleo must be admit- 
sted that before the arrival in 1581 of Matteo 
Ricci, bearing ‘a name historically ¢on- 
nected with the order, nothing to speak of 
was acoomplished by the-Jesuite, That the 
yoyage hither was something different from 
the luxurious travelling of these degenvrata 
days, may be imagined when, we state that 
over tive-sixths of tho missionaries died on 
the way... Ricci was a man eminently suited 
to be the head of such a mission, of pleasing 
manners, great talents, consummate tact and 
indefatigable perseverance. \ His mathema- 
ticnl talents were undoubted. He was, we 
believe,*the favourite: pupil of Clavius, the 
famous GermanJeauit and Mathematician, 
who corrected the calendar at the .order 
of Gregory XIII., and published several | 
original mathematical works. Ricci did 
not throw away the inetructions of his 
master, for his lectures on the éxact 
Sciences made a deep impression on his 
Chinese auditors, and excited a great desire 
to become ‘better acquaiuted with them, 
With the assistance of Sii,* the Christian 
Hanlin, he translated Euclid into. Chinese. ‘ 
Mathematical atudies, ever a prominent fea- 
ture in Jesnit teaching, and especially those 
subjects in which Clavius was an adept, were 
-oarefully fostered, ond a spirit of onquir 
was inaugurated, on the winga of whio 
Ricei aud his companions were, borne into 
influence and power, Let us sum, up what 
these men accomplished, at that date. They 
taught the Chinese to .mcasure the shadows 
on the sun-dial, only recently known in 
Europe; they zeformed the calendar, found 
the latitude of the chief cities and made an 
imnionso Chart of the eighteen provinces. 
Later on, we find the above supplemented 
by translations of treatises concerning logar- 
rithms, the sun’s parallax, and Kepler's laws, 
Tho beautiful astronomical instruments, now 
tmaade go familiar to us by photographs, are 
memorials of the science Bod artistic taste of 
Pere Verbiest,—who, by the way, -taught 


printed, announeed himself to the learned 
world’ na-its author.” In_the first place 
thero is a graye mistake here in name; the 
saddle.ia pnt on the wrong horae, To this 
statement of one Catholic Missionary let us 
fue another—we shall quote verbatim ‘ct 
literatin,-*' Un.

a fitting tribute; in addition to the general 
acknowledgment made by Morrison in ‘his 
preface to Catholie Scholars generally—from 
one scholar to agother.

simple; the style terse, concise almost 
to a fault. Only what is éssential to the 
compréhension of the text, is inserted, and 
whot can” be supplied by the judgment of 


the Chinese to cast cannon of heavy calibre! 
Reviewing their work, we thus tind that the 
then highest possible culture of the West 
was placed at the feet of the Chinese by the 
most distioguished teachers of the age, and 
the Chinese were not unwilling to accept it.
